For a time pro-United States | 
sentiment surged upward. But! 
while Rhee went, distress, hard- 
ship and corruption at lower lev- 
els did not go with him. By the 
time winter came on there was no 
improvement. 


Disillusionment sat heavily! 
upon those who had led the revo- 
lution to depose Rhee. Some of 
the intellectuals and students who 
had fought against Rhee’s tough 
police and the army began open- 
ly to say that a neutralized uni- 
fication was the only solution. 


The Communists in North Korea 
stepped up aid to their own in- 
tellectuals and students. North 
Korea always had most of the in- 
dustry and, therefore, a greater 
share of jobs. They have acceler- 
ated their propaganda. They offer, 
too, the usual austere govern- 
ment. It is bureaucratic and inef- 
ficient as are all those in Com- 
munist lands. But in the relative 
sense it is scrupulously honest. 


Out of this depressed state of 
mind and body comes an anti- 
United States sentiment. It is un- 
reasonable. It is not based on fact. 


But it exists. It is understandable, | 
if not valid. The argument grows | 


that the United States put Rhee 
in and did nothing to prevent the 
growth of a corrupt and vicious 
regime. 


‘Travel at Your Risk’ 


Meanwhile, things in Washing- 
ton wait for the January inaugu- 
ration. But they are not waiting 
anywhere else. 


“Every road we look down,” 
said a State Department man 
wearily, “has a sign up: ‘Dan- 
ger; Reconstruction ahead. Trav- 
el #t your own risk.’ ”’ 


The demand by Korean revolu- 
tionists for an ambiguously con- 
ceived, not-thought-out ‘“‘neutral- 
ized unification’’ increases. By 
January it will be stronger. There 
is no leadership yet standing up 
and saying that such a unifica- 
tion would mean that within 
months, or less, the toughly dis- 
ciplined Communists of North 
Korea would be in complete,. ruth- 
less control of the only piece of 
geography on which Communist 
aggression was met headon and 


stopped. 


The Korean chapter is believed 
to have come up at the Moscow 
meeting of Communist powers in 
which Khrushchev’s peace plan 
was, by some, reluctantly con- 
firmed. Khrushchev’s big argu- 
ment is that in Korea things are 
going their way without shooting. 
If they can bring Lumumba back 
to power in the Congo, they will 
have a foot in the door of all 
Africa-— without use of powder 
or risking a single Russian life.

Kennedy Silent on Vandiver 


Lt. Gov. Garland T. Byrd was 
besieged Monday with well-wish- 
ers as he moved nearer the gov- 
ernor’s office from which Gov. 
Vandiver will resign to become 
secretary of the ‘Army. 


Byrd’s home in Taylor County 


drew politicians and voters alike 


in the wake of a report by The 
Atlanta Constitution and Journal 
that Vandiver will step out to 
join the administration of Presi- 
dent-elect John F. Kennedy.

The lieutenant governor would 
not comment publicly on the re 
ports that he will become gover- 
nor this month. And he adopted 
a cautious attitude with his sup- 
porters, telling them, ‘“‘Sit tight. 
This thing is not over yet.” 


But Georgia politicians general- 
ly agreed that it is over and that 
Vandiver will leave the governor’s 
office somewhere near the inaug- 
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uration of Kennedy on Jan. 20. 


Kennedy would neither confirm 
nor deny reports that Vandiver 
will become the Army Secretary. 


Pierre Salinger, Kennedy’s 
press secretary, said that ‘“‘Mr. 
Kennedy will probably announce 
his choice next week.”’ . 


As many as 40 persons at one 
time crowded into the Byrd home 
asking whether any appointment 
had been announced officially. 
Some 30 guests stayed for lunch. 


One guest said the telephone 
never stayed on the hook for 
more than 60 seconds without 
ringing again. 


The Atlanta Journal-Constitution 
learned on New Year's Day trom 
an unimpeachable source that 
Vandiver was the choice. Con- 
gressman Carl Vinson of Mil- 
ledgeville later confirmed the 
selection. 


Salinger told reporters at Palm 
Beach, Fla., that Kennedy had 
not asked anyone to serve as the 
Army secretary. The President- 
elect was attending the Orange 
Bowl football game in Miami and 
spoke only through the press 
secretary.

Kennedy Appoints McCloy 


To Direct Disarmament Push

PALM BEACH, Fla. — John J. 
McCloy, New York banker, was 
selected by President-elect John F. 
Kennedy Monday to be his prin- 
cipal disarmament adviser and 
negotiator. 


Kennedy is planning an early 
major effort in the field of dis- 
armament and arms control to 
test Soviet intentions and attitudes 
toward his new administration. He 
plans to devote considerable per- 
sonal attention to the problem, 
along with Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, McCloy and Paul H. Nitze, 
assistant secretary of defense for 
international affairs. 


The Kennedy aim is to expand 
the disarmament planning section 


of the United States. During the 
1960 presidential campaign he 
complained repeatedly that in the 
Eisenhower administration “less 
than 100 persons” in the federal 
government were working on 
arms control plans and programs. 


His choice of McCloy, retiring 
chairman of the board of the 
Chase-Manhattan Bank, has been 
forecast. Although a Republican, 
McCloy held high positions in the 
Roosevelt and Truman adminis- 
trations but was not active in gov- 
ernment during Eisenhower's 
terms. 


He came to the War depart- 
ment in 1940 as an assistant to 


Henry L. Stimson, another Re- 
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publican, and in 1945 was made 
for comment, and both state de- 
partment heads and legislative 
leaders said he had not been in 
contact with them. 


Most of them expected an an- 
nouncement at any time, however, 
saying the governor: would resign 
his post to accept the position in 
the new administration.

Georgia held its three-day New 
Year's weekend traffic toll to 
four as the holiday period offi- 
cially ended at midnight Mon- 
day, but the count for the 10- 
day Christmas and New Year's 
period stood at a record-break- 
ing 42. 


Any delayed reports to the 
State Patrol would swell the total, 
but it appeared that the last day 
of the holiday resulted in no 
new fatalities. 


Twenty-eight persons were 
killed during the Christmas divi- 
sion of the holiday. The 42 killed 
during the 10-day period broke 
the previous record of 39 of 1938. 


Nationally, fatalities stood at 
318 for the New Year’s holiday.

Castro spoke after a seven- 
hour parade that marked the sec- 
ond anniversary of Castro’s revo- 
lution and gave Cubans their first 
public look at his massive array 
of Communist - manufactured 
heavy weapons from Russia and 
Czehoslovakia. ; 


It was a display planned to show 
the Cuban regime’s power to re- 
sist what it calls a threatened at- 
tack by the United States. 


Castro chose the anniversary’ of 
his takeover of Cuba to show off 
support from. his Communist 
friends and thousands upon thou- 
sands of his well-armed worker 
militiamen in a Red Square-type 
parade into Havana’s Civic Plaza.

In this month of January, at the start 
of a new year, the future of Georgia's 
public school system passes into the hands 
of the General Assembly. 

Years of debate, report and reflection 
have prepared Georgia to make its de- 
cision, 

The state’s people have not been 
shielded from the facts as they have de- 
veloped. They know the issue to be de- 
cided is whether Georgia’s children are to 
have public schools, or no public schools. 
They know that no restatement or argu- 
ment of the other issues can change that 
central issue. They have read the court 
decisions. 

The time now. drdws near when the 
representatives el@tted by the state’s peo- 
ple will convene in Atlanta and make a 
choice. The choice is between legislating 
now to enact legal controls for open 
schools, or waiting until the courts collar 
us and strike down such controls as eva- 
sions of their order, as they did in 
Louisiana. 


This decision can be made by only one 
bedy: the General Assembly. The ques- 
tion of the people, therefore, must be 
addressed now to the legislators: “What 
are you going to do?” 

And to those legislators who are fear- 
ful of the political future if they should 
att now, we would only offer this fact: 
In the November election, the people in 
74 of the 75 counties in Arkansas voted, 
by a 3-to-l margin, to reject a constitu- 
tional amendment which would have al- 
lowed schools to close to avoid desegre- 
gation. 

Gov. Orval FE. Faubus strongly 
ported the amendment.

The meeting of .Atlanta-area school 
superintendents Wednesday to discuss 
establishment of trade schools is impor- 
tant for two reasons: 

1. A trained labor pool is essential to 
promoting industrialization. 

2. The meeting called by State School 
Supt. Claude Purcell will be area-wide in 
as it should be, because the pro- 
posed installations would serve all neigh- 
boring communities. 

Atlanta, Fulton and DeKalb counties 
already have agreed to share in the cost.

It also is interesting to note the keen 
interest other communities are showing 
in the arrangement whereby the state 
puts up 50 per cent toward building trade 
schools and pays the salaries of teachers. 

Financing commitments already have 
been made for centers in Albany, Augus- 
ta, Columbus and Rome. Thirteen other 
communities, including Atlanta, have 
been approved as sites for trade schools 
and applications received from four 
others. 

This demonstrates the recognition of 
need at the local level, as well as from 
the state’s viewpoint, for adequate trade 
schoo! centers.

President-elect Kennedy seems to be of the same opinion. Ernest 
Vandiver is a man of pluck. He can organize and achieve. His excel- 
lent record as governor is marred only by the impossible racial 
positions which he thought he had to take to win Georgia's people. 
Having taken them, he felt honor compelled him to validate them. 
As this became patently impossible, he seemed deeply troubled of 
mind. He would no longer be a captive of his past as Secretary of

Nixon Case Shows 


We Waste Talent 


WASHINGTON—Of all the men everywhere 
who wonder what the new year will bring, few 
to what 


are in greater doubt as 


immediate 


course to take than is Richard M. Nixon. The retiring Republican 
vice president so narrowly defeated for the presidency itself only last 


month, 


An endless line of suggestions 
—from his staff, from fellow Re- 


publicans in and out of Con- 
gress, from ‘the’ public—flows 
across the Capitol desk he is 


about to vacate after eight years. 


Amid all the uncertainties which 
surround him, there are only two 
certainties. He. will not for a 
moment forfeit, in any way, the 
titular leadership of the Repub- 
lican Party which he earned by 
carrying the GOP fight in the 
recent campaign. And he has no 
intention of allowing the party to 
be captured in Congress—the only 
place where it now has any na- 
tional forum—either by the left 
wing led by Gov. Nelson Rocke- 
feller of New York or the right 
wing led by Sen. Barry Goldwater 
of Arizona. 


And there is, also, one next- 
to-certainty. This is that Nixon 
will actively seek the Republican 
presidential nomination again in 
1964. 


Thus the probabilities are that 
he will not accept any corporation 
job; will not run for governor 
of California, will not take a col- 
lege presidency. He Is most likely 
to return to California to a large, 
lucrative and undemanding law 
practice—undemanding in that he 
can pick his cases and make 
his time his own.

This, however, would be at best 
an imperfect solution, and Nixon 
knows it well. For he needs some 
sort of national rostrum from 
which to keep his name and views

King George was impressed by 
Oglethorpe’s plan. Eventually 
Oglethorpe and 20 associates re- 
ceived a charter creating them 
“trustees for establishing the col- 
ony. of Georgia in America.” 
Oglethorpe played the major role 
in obtaining publicity and money. 
(Among other contributions he se- 
cured 1,000 spelling books 
as nucleus of a public library for 
Georgia. ) 


A bachelor, with his mother and 
father no longer living, Ogle- 
thorpe was unencumbered by 
domestic ties. He sailed with the 
first colonists, paying his own 
expenses. 

ANNE CARRIED 114 

The “Anne,” carrying 114 per- 
sons — 35 families, “all able 
bodied and of good reputation” — 
arrived in Charleston Jan. 13, 
1733. The ship had sciled by way 
of Madeira, where, the captain’s 
log records, she “took on five 
tuns of wine.” 


Trustee Oglethorpe proceed- 
ed to Savannah River and 
ascended the stream as far 
as Yamacraw Bluff. There 
Oglethorpe made a_ friendly 
treaty with Tomochichi, mico of 
the Indian tribe of Yamacraws, 
and marked out the site of the 
town of Savannah. 


It was the first of the general’s 
bloodless dealings with Indians. 


Using the half-breed interpreter 
Mary Musgrove, Oglethorpe was 
able by Muy 21, 1733, to sign a 
treaty with the chiefs of eight 
towns of the Creek nation by 
which the Indians granted the 
English all land along the coast 
between the Savannah and Alta- 
maha Rivers except for an en- 
campment site and three islands. 


The British general impressed 
his new Indian friends so favor- 
ably that when Oglethorpe less 
than a year iate: made a return 
trip to England, Tomochichi, his 
wife and nephew, and five other 
Indian chiefs accompanied him. 


In August, 1734, the Indians 
were presented to the King at 
Kensington Palace. The red men 
caused a mild sensation in Lon- 


one of the things Oglethorpe did 
which today would probably be 
termed ‘‘zood public relations.” 


SENT GIFTS TO TRUSTEES 


Other examples: The general 
sent trustees in England products 
from Georgia including ‘23 deer 
skins, Bear’s oyl, rattlesnake 
root, Sassafras, Cenna root.” 
He sent eight pounds of raw silk 
produced in the colony; the queen 
ordered it made into a dress in 
which she appeared at court. 


Oglethorne renamed Jekyll 
Island—called Ospo by the In- 
dians—for Sir Joseph Jekyll, a 
generous contributor of funds to 
Georgia. Cumberland Island was 
named for the young Duke of 
Cumberland, who had given To- 
| mochichi s visiting nephew a gold 
| watch. 


| When Tomochichi lay dying, he 

sent for Oglethorpe. The Indian 
| chief told the founder of Georgia, 
| “Vou have never broken a prom- 
|ise to us. You have never made 
a difference between white and 
Indian.” 


The general was responsible for 
vrohibition and laws forbidding 
slavery. He is credited with main- 
taining ‘“‘democcacy” in early 
Georgia, despite the fact he was 
governing under a mouarchy. 


Present-day Savannah-dwellers 
are still grateful for the artistic 
sense Oglethorpe displayed in 
planning their distinctive city 
with its famous squares. 


He built fortifications and insti- 
tuted a rigorous system of early 
training. (He set a good example 
for his soldiers, once marching 
9% miles in four days.) He 
brought John and Charles Wesley 
to minister to spiritual needs of 
the settlers and welcomed Salz- 
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burger Lutnerans, Scot Highland- 
er Presbyterians and Moravians. 


But all was not sweetness and 
light during Oglethorpe’s admin- 
istration. Trustees in England 
complained of the general's con- 
stant need for money and irreg- 
ular reports.

On July 7, 1742, Oglethorpe, 
with . 632 men, defeated’ the 
Spaniards — whose forces num- 
bered over 5,000 — at the Battle 
of Bloody Marsh on St. Simon’s 
Island. Many observers believe 
the victory may well have saved 
“the rest of the Americas.”’ 


But domestic affairs continued | 
to go badly. Gradually Oglethorpe | 


lost most of his administra- 
tive powers. In England he was 
even brought before a court-mar- 
tial. Charges were dismissed as 
“frivolous . . . without founda- 
tion.’” But Oglethorpe’s colonizing 
days were over. 


He retired to the life of an 
English gentleman, marrying 
Elizabeth Wright, heiress of Cran- 
ham Hall, Essex. Oglethorpe lived 
to a ripe old age, passing his 
last years in the literary circle of 
Samuel Johnson, Boswell, Gold- 
smith, and the Georgian Ladies’ 
Clubs.

Seven of the players on our list 
of the country’s top 10 tourna- 
ment players make a habit of ap- 
pearing there annually, but three 
make their first appearance this 
year. They are Curtis Smith of 
Austin, Tex., third; Boris Koyt- 
chou of New York, fifth, and Rob- 
ert Reynolds of Coral Gables, 
Fla., ninth. 


As for the veterans, Norman 
Kay of Merchantville, N.J., the 
leading player of 1960, was sixth 
in 1959. Sidney Silodor of Phila- 
delphia, runner-up to Kay, was 
also second in 1959 and first in 
1955. John R. Crawford, fourth in 
1960, has headed our list more 
often than any other player. 


Smith, a bridge teacher, scored 
the most impressive victory of 
the year when he and Oswald Ja- 
coby, Dallas actuary, topped a 
field of 540 pairs in the master 
pairs.

Average Healthy Colon 
Doesn’t Require Goading 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: I have two 
questions: Are there any kinds 
of commercial laxatives that 
tend to injure the linings of 
the stomach and colon? I use 
milk of magnesia every day. 
Second, it it possible to have 
a diet of too much roughage?— 
A. L. L. 


I don’t suppose there is any 
commercial laxative which would 
do any detectable injury to a rea- 
sonably healthy colon if used once 
or twice. 


On the other hand, almost any} 


laxative would be perilous if 
taken by a person suffering from 
an acute attack of appenditicis. 


I dare say, also, that anyone 
with, say, chronic colitis, would 
experience some further irritation 
by using a laxative. How much 
harm would this do? It would de- 
pend on the degree of colitis to 


—ee 


start with, the harshness of the 
laxative, the amount taken,. and 
the length of time over which the 
person continued to take it. 

For, despite the clever word- 
slinging of the skiiled writers of 
commercials, laxatives depend on 
goading the colon into extra ac- 
uuvity. Compare it to using quirt 
and spur on a horse. Maybe a 
blunt spur, or a flick with a whip 
May not “injure” a horse. But 
Keep on doing it all the time — 
whether the horse needs it or not 
— and pretty soon you have a 
nervous animal. 

It's the same with your colon. 
The human cojon (or the digestive 
tract of any other creature) 
doesn’t need to be goaded con- 
stantly. Let alone, the colon will 
work all right. 

It has been estimated by some 
authorities that perhaps 90 per 
cent of the population has fallen 
into some sort of laxative habit. 
1 think that’s too high—but I am 
sure millions of Americans are

To achieve the triumph Devine and his staff had to design a 
defensive blueprint to halt Bellino, a great back who can go all the 
way on any play. 


Bellino carried the football eight times Monday afternoon. He 
gained ten yards and lost six for a net profit of four yards. Navy 
did not record a first down rushing until the fourth quarter and 
wound up with a minus total of eight yards. 


But Bellino does not deserve a rap. Missouri earned a roaring 
round of applause. Missouri linemen were so well rehearsed that 
they were waiting for Bellino and other Navy backs on every snap. 
Navy did not fool the Tigers all afternoon. 


—The Navy Was Anchored on the Ground 


Though Bellino gained only four yards, he demonstrated why 
he’s an all-American. Few pro or college backs would have caught 
the 27-yard pass that Hal Spooner hurled for the second Navy TD. 
The ball appeared out of reach, but Bellino turned on an unbelievable 
burst of speed and made a desperate diving grab. 


“Bellino’s catch was the greatest I’ve ever seen, even from my 
angle on the bench,”’ praised beaming Dan Devine in jubilant Mis- 
souri’s dressing room. Only he could have made it. Bellino is a great 
player, but we're a great team.”’ 


Devine, a modest man, wasn’t waxing immodest. Missouri does 
have a great team. This was a much tougher band of Tigers than 
Georgia measured here last year. 


The Missouri boss thinks that the Georgia bout was a key game 
in the success of his current outfit. 


“Though we lost to Georgia, our kids played a good defensive 
game. A couple of mistakes on pass defense cost us two touch- 
downs. But our players decided in that game that they could stand 
up and scuffle with the best.”’ 


The first bowl victory was officially the 11th straight for Mis- 
souri. Kansas, of course, beat the Tigers, but the Big Eight reversed 
the decision when a Jayhawk player was declared ineligible. 


—The Alumni Were Stationed on Ships 
Dejected Navy coach Wayne Hardin, who saw live today what he 


had missed in the controversial films supplied by Missouri, rendered 
an accurate resume. “Missouri has good personnel; too strong for 
us today.” 


However, many gents in the press box did not concur with 
Hardin’s statement that Navy would have won had it cashed a 
first-quarter threat into a second TD. It would have been no waltz, 
but this observer believes the Tigers could have rubbed out a two 
TD deficit. 


Both teams turned breaks into first-quarter scores. Missouri 
was knocking at the Navy two when Donnie Smith bobbled and 
Navy end Greg Mather plucked the ball and sprinted 98 yards. 
Navy was then driving towards the Missouri end zone when fleet 
Norm Beal intercepted a wayward Hal Spooner pass and zipped 90 
yards to paydirt. 


“That pass interception was the difference,” said Hardin. 
gave them the spark. They would never have caught us.” 


The issue was settled when Missouri motored 80 yards for the 
go-ahead TD scored by Donnie Smith from the four in the second 
quarter. Slashing running by Mel West, who gained 108 of Missouri’s 
whopping 296 rushing total, featured the march. In fact, every 
Tiger back who carried the ball outgained the entire Navy team. 


In brief, the Middies were simply outmatched. As the late O. B.

As nearly as I can determine, the old crow— 
referring of coyrse to the feathered variety—has 
really never done anything to deserve his repu- 


tation, which in most sections 
of our country is as black as 
the coat he wears. Occasionally 
he is caught breaking up a nest 
of some song or game bird, but 
that is one of his means of livli- 
hood, and many creatures of the 
wild go for bird eggs as a tasty 
dish. "The ebon rascal will also 
get his share of man’s field 
crops, and for this he is also 
tagged as a ‘‘thief,"’ where other 
such raiders as raccoons, squir- 
rels and bluejays are taken more 
or less for granted. The old crow

have other real or fancied faults which over the 
years have helped establish a character he often 
does not deserve. 


Mostly because he’s’ on our black list of 
we have declared war on his species. 
One of the methods has been to promote him as 
a sporting bird. Most of the companies that make 
game calls, manufacture one especially for the 
crow. Books have been written on how to stalk 
him, or lure him within shotgun range. But he 
is a game bird “without portfolio’’—no license is 
required to hunt him, and he Temains outside 
the protection of seasons or bag limits. Under 
this intense pressure, he has been cagey and 
clever enough to stay out of range of the average 
gunner’s shot string. 


The mid-westerners have devoted more atten- 
tion to crow extermination than we have in this 
part of the country. Oklahoma nimrods went 
through more than a decade of campaigning

They even tried to sell the dark bird as a 
dish, but that idea never did quite 
take. Destruction of crows in the state reached

In recent years, crow hunting has become a 
rather popular sport in our own state. We have a 
few outdoorsmen who are very proficient at 
calling, and some declare that this black citizen 
is second to none as a sporty game bird. 


an all time high when the closely packed roosts 


were dynamited at night, and literally truck loads 


of dead birds hauled away. 


Then something happened to make the farmers 
in the Sooner state wonder if they had been over- 
zealous in helping to eliminate this so-called pre- 
dator. Their fields were suddenly plagued with 
swarms of grasshoppers and hungry field mice, 
which did more damage than the crows had ever 
caused, It had not occurred to the rural men that 
one of the chief controls of the smaller pests 
was the very bird they were in the process of 


I've tried hard, but can’t get too enthusiastic 
about salivating a mess of crows. One of the 
reasons, I suppose, is that killing just for the 
sake of seeing something die, doesn’t quite fit in 
with my idea of hunting, however exciting it 
might appear. I assure you it would be different 
if old corvus was as tasty as a mallard drake or 
a brace of bobwhites. But as’ yet I haven’t been 
able to convince my family that we ought to eat 
crow—on purpose, that is. Which I'll probably 
be doing alone, when all these dyed-in-the-ebon 
shooters take their pens in hand.
